Firſt, The Bondage and Captivity of a Nation, is compa- 
red to a Chainz becauſe as ,a chain of pron, as an 17 2

that reſtraineth a man from his naturall Liberty and 
dome: ſo Bondage and. Captivity depri veth a Vatiox of their 
Civil and Eccleſiaſtiek Liberty. A people that are under Boy- 
dage, Captivity, ahd Slavery, may walk up and down the 
ſtreete, by a natural and animal motion but as to any Civil or 
Publick Concerament, that Land is but in a Chain, they ha ve 
no freedom to act, neither as Civil men, nor as Religious men: 
Such was the condition of che Jens, when Exctziel did write 
this, they were ins ( ba in, fettered, deprived of their Free- 
dom and Liberty, and that both in reference to their Civil, 
and to their Church State. As for their ci vil capacity, they 
were ruled, overruled and tyrannized over, by Strangers and 
1 : ang for 5 get Liberty. as Church 
Members, any thing.they, enj that way, was but a- 
ſhaddow of Liberthe As may 2 Dan.

Simxtbly, The bondage and captivity of a Netionis compa» 
red. to a cha iu becauſe, to be beun in chains of Iron; impli- 
eth a 2 to keep the poor creature ſure, chat he eſcape 
not: Exen ſo theſet hat maketh a people captive, they ſtudy 
to lay ſuch ſtrong: (baia and Bonds on them, that they

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may never be able to eſcape out of their bondage, and re- 
cover their former liberty: there is nu human policy that 
they leave uneſſayed to keep that people faſt in their bon- 
dage and ſlavery. | l 

Laſtly, The Captivity and Bondage of a Nation, is compa- 
red to a Chain;becanſe as theſe who keep — — in Fet- 
ters, have a further purpoſe againſt them, to bring them to 
Trxyal and Execution: Even fo theſe who Conquers a Land, 
and brings ic under Boxdage, they have ſtill fome further 
purpoſe to bring that people more and more under Slavery; 
for ic isnot ordinary for thoſe who leadeth a Nation captive, 
and mindeth to fix their Tyr annie, to do their worſt at firſt, 
except it be in the heat and fury of Battel, but to wreath on 
the yoke piece and piece, tillthey render them abſolutely. 
incapable of a revolt. 

2. The ſecond particular propoſed on the firſt Branch of 
the Text, was, Who were the makers of this chain, Make # 
chain,&c. As to this I ſay, There were ſeveral Makers of this 
Chain, every one in their own Line and Confideration, Firſt, 
God made this Chain, as the Sovereign and Great Fudge of the 
World. Secondly, the Fews themſelves had a very eminent 
hand in making this Chair, by their fins and abominations, 
Thirdly, The Prophet Ezekze/ had ſome hand in making of 
it, in a Miniſterial ſenſe. Fourthly, The Chaldeans and Ba- 
bilenians had an Immediat hand in making it. 

Firſt, I ſay that God made this Chaim: It was the Lord that 
brought this ſad ceptivity and bondage upon the Fews, it was 
the Lord. that ſent them captive to Babylon, it was he that 
brought up that Northern Army againſt them, he raiſed up 
the ſpirit of that haſty and furious Netion againſt his own 
people, and this he did our of his Sover aiguty and Juſtice. 

_ Secondly, The Fews themſelves had an eminent hand in 

mak ing this chain, by their fins and ebominations, by provo- 

king the Holy ene of Iſrael to anger: and | am apt enough to 

believe, that even ſeveral natural and treacherouw men a» 

mongſt the Fews, had a hand in making this cha in, by their 
treacherous. 
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Tandem bona cauſa triumphat. 3 
treacherous compliance with the Bebyloniens; for you ſhall 
read in few Stories, that evera Netion or Kingdom — 
ded and conquered by an Enemy, and brought under a Cheix 
of Bondage; but alwaics ſome unnacural Moxfters, ſome Hy- 
pocritical, Temporrzing, Self-ſeeking Traitors, bavecompli- 
ed with the Enemy, I mean, complitd actively and vigo- 


rouſly. | 

Thirdly, The Prophet Ezekiel! and other Prophets, had 
ſome k ind of hand in making this Chain; for you ſee the 
command here is given to Ezekiel, Make « chain. It is on 
this account, that the Lord ſaich, I have bewed them by my 
Prophets: And, Fer. 1. 10, See, Thave ſet thee this day over 
the Nations, and over the Kingdoms, te root out, aud to pull 
down, and to deſtroy. Now Exzckje! and other Prophets, had 
a hand in making this Chain. Firſt, — — ing 
the. Fews captivity, before it came, Fer. 18. Thus ſaith the 
Lord; bebold I frame evil againſt you. Secondly, It may be 
ſaid in ſome ſenſe, that Ezekiel and other Prophets, had a 
hand in making this Chain, ( omminando, by threatning it as 
a ſad imminent Fzdgment. And, Thirdly, by making the 
hearts of the peop e Fat, through their own corruption, and 
obſtinacy. Go, make tht heart of this people Fat. 

Fourthly, the Cha/deans and Babyloniaus, had an imme - 
diat hand in making this Chain, as the Inſtruments of GO Dy 
and the Erecutioners of his wrath upon the Fews,and that in 
theſe Confiderations.. 1 They projected this Chain, they did 
in their ſecret Comnſels and Deſigns, plot and contrive, to 
bring che Fews under Bondage. 2. The Babyloviens had an 
immediat hand in making this Chain, by an actual Iv ſion: 
they not only plotted, and deſigned to invade the Jemt, but 
they did actually invade them, 3. The Babylonians had au 
immediat hand in making this (bainfor the Fews, by Over» - 
coming and Conquering them. 4. The Bby/onitans had an im- 
mediat hand in making this Chain, by leading many of che 
Fews captiveto Babylen: in making them Exyles from their 
native Countrey. 5; The Baby/onigns had an immediat hand 
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in miking this Chi for the Fews;by Garriſeving many party: 
of their Conntrey, 6. By appointing of Ruler and Gover- 

ors over them that were for the moſt part Strangers. 7. By 
laying on chem ſad Impoſitions and Taxetiont. And thus you 
may tee who made this Chin to the Fews: GO D made it as 

a moſt juſt 7. ge, t6 puniſh the Fews, for the abuſe of their 

Liberty, and for their other Sins: The Jes made it as Ma- 

lefattors : the Prophet made it as the LO RDS Meſſenger: 

the Babylonians made it, as the LOR D'S Exeentie- 

ners.

O-f. 1. That the LOR D S own people may meet wich a 

Chain : they may be brought undi r ſad bondage and captivity 
for their fins and iniquities. This was the lote of the Fews 
many times: they were in Chains and Bondage in Egypt : in 
Chains by Tig/oth-Pil:ſer: made captives by Selmanezer: by 
Senacberib; by the Captains of the Hoſt of the King of 4 - 
ria, who cariied Mauna captive to Babylon. I ſay, a peo- 
ple in whom God hath a ſpecial intereſt, may meet with a 
Chain: they may be brought under ſad Bondage and capti- 
vity, like poor Malefadlors, that are fettered in Chains of l- 
ron; ſo that Turkiſb Argument, from ſucceſs or not ſucceſs to 
juft fy or condemn a Proc-dor, is ill Divinity: This ſandy 
argument was too much v4 in our late Tronbles. 
Of. 2. Thatwho fo ever be the immediat Inftruments of the 
{hain of GODS people, God is che chief and principall 
Au bor thereof himſelf: It is the LOR D who commands to 
make this Chain, Make a chain, &c. I ſay, it is GOD in his 
Soveraignty, Fuſtice, and Righteouſneſs, that mak eth Chains 
for a Land : who ever be che immediar Inſtruments of their 
bondage and ceptivity; And therefore ir is their duty to look 
beyond Inftruments, to a far higher hand, than creatures 
are: ſo did Fob, and ſo did David to Sbimei. 

Of. 3. That before GOD bring a judgment upon a 
Land or Family; he giveth them ſome warning before hand: 
ſame time to repent and eſcape the wretb threatened: So.

} ſhall firſt (God willing)open theſe two words, Blaody crimes, 
and violence. Secondly, Shew you how many wayes a Lend 
may be defiled with blood, or with b/oody crimes. Thirdly, 
How many.wayes a Land may be defiled with wolence. Then 
I ſhall come (Ged willing) to apply the whole Text to this 
Kingdoms and Nation. 


1. The to words which the Prophet makerh uſe of here;to 


expreſs the fins of the Fews, are Bloody crimes and violence, 
Some#yiters take this expreſſion, b/oody crimes,in a general 
ſenſe;for all haincus and greivous (ins whatſoeverzeſpecially. 
for capital and criminal ſins, deſerving death by the judicial 
Law : Such as Idelatry, Det. 13. Bloſphemy, Lv. 24. W itch>.. 
craft and Sercery, Beaftiality, Sodomy, Lev. 20,Rapes, Deut, 
22, Ideny not but the word may bear this large ſenſe ; but 
I cake it more ſtrictly for ſhedding of Innocent blood, and that 
by them that had the Power in their hand, and pretended to 
do Feſtice: ſome render it the — of Blood:did not 
Manaſſeb make the ſircets of Jeruſalem to ſwimwich bloods |

with Innocent Blood ; as may be cleared from Iſalab 1. and 
59.Tour bands are full of Bloed. And for the word Violence, 
it we are to underſtand every thing that is contrary to 
uſt ice, to Equity, and Righteonſneſſe, 3 "Robery and 
Oppreſſien, falſe, unrighteous, and unjuft Dealing. Zepb 3. 
Wo to ber that is Filthy and Polloted, Vo to the oppre fling City: 
Her Princes within Her, are roaring Lions, Her Judges are 
evenieg Wolves : they ſuck the Blood of the Poor, they eat their 
Fleſh, and they gnaw their Bones, So is it Fer,6. Caſt a mount 
againſt Jeruſalem, tbis is the City to be viſited; for ſhe is wholly 
Oppreſſion in the midſt of ber Violence and Spoil is beard in ber 
Streets, Thus the two great National ſins, which brought 
this Chain of Captivity on Juda and Jeruſalem, was Innocent 
Blood, In juſt ice, Oppreſſion, and Violence. 0 
2. The ſecond particular on this branch of the Text, was, 
How many wayes a Land may be defiled,or filled with bd. 
I ſhall only name ſome of many. 1. By private men-ſlaughter, 
I mean occaſional ſlaugbter. 2. By murtber, or by lying in 
wait to kill. 3. By theſe damnable Duels, which are con- 
demned by all ſound Divines,and found Politicians, & ought 
to be moſt ſeverely puniſhed, eſpecially in the Cballengers. 
4. A Land may be defiled with 5/00, by an unjuſt and unlaw- 
ful Var.. By cruel and bloody Plots, Conſpiracies, and Maſ- 
ſacres : ſuch as that of Paris, where the blood of 30000. Pro · 
teſtants was ſhed at one time: So was Ireland deſiled with 
blood, with the innocent bleed of many chonſand Proteſtants. 
Which horrible cruelty, ſome, yea, too many were not aſhamed 
to lay to our late murthered KING'S door, moſt falſely and 
unjuſtly z but that was not the firſt lye, which his implacable 
and treacherous Enemies invented, & which evil mens Tongues 
ſounded our againſt him, Oh ! to have branded ſuch a Reli - 
iow, Innocent K IN G, with ſuch damneble, bloody cruelty, 
ow horrid a guiltineſſe was it before GOD. But, 6. A

Secondly, A Lend or City may be defiled wich Violence; 
when chat which is juſtly due to any Perſon, is unjuſtly, vio - 
lently, or falſely detained from them, Jam. 5. Bebold the bire 
of the labourers,who bave reaped your herveſt,which is detained 
by you by fraud, cryetb. It is Violence and Oppreſſion, and ſo is 
all VUnrighteouſueſſe, Mal. 3. 1 wid be a ſwift witneſſe againſt 
theſe who oppreſſe the bireling in bis wages, 

Thirdly, A Lend or City may be defiled wich Violeuce and 
Oppreſsion,when too heavy and inſupportable Burtbens,Taxes 
and- Impoſitions,are laid on ic, which it cannot bear without 
ſighs and groens : and this may be nor only the fault of the. 
Fapream Powers, but even of inferiour Powers and Rulers of a 
Land, by an unjuſt and unequal dividing, and laying on of 
Publick Taxes and Burtbens, when the poater ſort of people 
are taxed and rated beyond, not only their power, but be- 
yond their due proportion, and the richer ſort ſpared : to 
take the burthen of the Kich, and to lay it onthe Poor, is a 
horrible Violence in the ſight of I EHOVAH. | 

Fourthly,A Laxd or City may be defiled with Violence and 
Oppreſſion,by perverting or delaying of ſuſtice when the Poor, 
the .#:dow and the Fatherlefſe, are born down in Fadge- 
ment, in their juſt and righteous Cauſe, by the Richer ſort,

to the Poor, to Pions wſer : theſe are they who devonr holy 
things, Pſal. 8 3. Let us take to our ſelves the bouſes of God in 
p ſſeſſion . Theſe are Sacrilegious Oppreſſors, and their fin is 
Sacrilegious Vielence: They deal with the Church as Dyoni- 
firs dealt with Tupitey Ohm, he took from that Idol a 
Garment of maſhe Gold, which Hero had dedicated of the 
Spoils of Carthage, ſay ing, It was too heavy for Summer, and 
too cold for Vinter, and put a Garment-of V Vool about the

Laſtly, A Land may be defiled with Violence, by impoſing 
and ty rannizing over mens Confriences,andchat is the ſaddeſt
